VICTORS 


Big Democratic Whoop-up 
at St. Louis, 


The Party No Longer Dependent on 
Its New York Brethren. 


More Talk About Calling an Extra 
Session of Congress. 


Chairman Carter Calls on President Har- 
son—Gen. Weaver Issues Another 
Appeal to His Followers— 
Inaugural Preparations. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Lovis, Nov. 16.[—By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| There was a most en- 
thusiastic gathering of Democrats at 
Music Hall here tonight to testify their 
appreciation of the results of Novem- 
ber 8 last, and do honor to Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Vice-President-elect of the 
United States. When Mr. Stevenson 
walked upon the stage, in view of thou- 
sands waiting to see him, a volcano of 
applause and cheers arose, which did 
not subside for several minutes. 

The speech of the Vice-President- 
elect in reply was very brief. He con- 
tented himself by merely returning his 
acknowledgement for the honors of the 
evening. congratulate yvou,’’ said 
he, ‘‘upon the fact that you did stand 
up for Missouri [applause], and I trust 
you will not forget that we stood up for 
Illinois.’’ 

Tremendous applause followed his re- 
marks, after which Mayor Noon intro- 
duced Editor Charles H. Jones, of the 
St. Louis Republic, who made the prin- 
cipal speech of the evening, and by far 
‘the most sensational one. He said in 
part: 7 

The Democratic party was right on the 
issues and the result has demonstrated that 
they had exactly the right candidates. No 
party in American history has had a 
grander leader than the Democratic party 
in the last eight years—a plain, resolute 
man devoid of selfish ambition, a patriotic 
ally, loyal to his country’s good; in sym- 
pathetic touch with the great mass of the 
people and determined to make life easier 
for them; uninfiluenced by flattery and un- 
awed by alge keeping always in mind 


that a public office isa public trust. Such a 
man was our leader. 

The victory last Tuesday wasa revolu- 
tion. Democratic Illinois means that In- 
diana, Wisconsin, Michigan, lowa and Min. 


;+nesota will soon besurely Democratic, and 


even Ohio may getinif shetries it again. 
With the great States of the Central West 
Democratic, the Northwest will join hands 
with the Southwest in closing the Demo- 
cratic circle and then it will be seen that 
the Democratic party has come West to 
grow up with the country. Ihave nothing 
to say against New York, butI believe we 
shall all like you better. when the time 
comes, as I believe it has now come, when 


we don’t have to look at New 
York Democrats through a glass 
that magnifies a hundred diameters. 


Heretofore, when the Democratic factions 
in New York city got to caterwauling over 
some petty local matter, the Democrats of 
the country had to get up with their hair 
standing on end and askinfear: ‘Is the 
party smashed and have we all gone to the 
demnition bowwows?’’ Now the New York 
factions can squabble to their hearts’ con- 
tent. It was not a wholesome politi- 
cal condition when one Presidential 
election after another, with all 
their stupendous consequences, hung 
upon the carrying of one State. It 
distorted the relative importance of states 
and the relative importance of party lead- 
ers. Perhaps the greatest and most far- 
reaching significance of Tuesday's victory 
is that it loosens the clutches of New York 
upon the throat of the party and transfers 
the political control to the sunset side of 
the Alleghenies. It means an emancipated 
party, a disenthralled West and magnilicent 
future of prosperity for this great Missis- 
sippi Valley.

WEAVER STILL AT IT. 


The Populist Leader Issues an Address to 
His Foliowers. 

Drs Motnes (Iowa,) Nov. 16.-—-|By 
the Associated Press.] Gen. Weaver, 
candidate for President on the People’s 
party ticket, today issued a lengthy ad- 
dress to the voters of that party. He 
declares that the People’s party was 
but little behind the Republican party 
in the number of States carried; that 
iz will doubtless hold the balance of 


_power inthe United States; that it has 


doubled its adherents in the House; se- 
cured control of a number of State 
governments; holds the balance of 
power in a majority of States, and has 
gained a large following in, every State 
of the South. Weaver says: 

The almost annihilation of the Republi- 
can party organization leaves the tormer 
adherents of that party free to allign them-" 
selves with the anti-monopoly and indus- 
trial movement. The accession of the 
Democratic party to power isthe result of 
a violent reaction, and not to the deliberate 
judgment of the American people. The 
leaders of the Democracy are without any 
well-defined policy, except that of con- 
temptuous disregard for every element of 
reform within the ranks oftheir own party 
and among the people ilarge. 
The new administration will ignore 
the three great contentions of modern 
times, relating to land, money and trans- 
portation, and in fact the whole force of 
the new regime will be exercised to prevent 
reform in these important matters. The 
urgent demand for the free coinage of sil- 
ver is to be disdainfully ignored, and, in 
contempt of the doctrine of Andrew Jack- 
son, European aristocrats are to be per- 
mitted to dictate our financial policy. The 
uniform legal tender currency of the Gov- 
ernment is to be sacrificed, and serious at. 
tempts made to force the people to return 


to the fraudulent system of State bank 
issues.

“MORE EXTRA SESSION TALK.

WasBINGTON, Nov. 16.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Carlisle in an 
interview today put aside the talk of 
his going into the Cabinet as a ‘thing 
not to be discussed. Speaking on the 
prospect for an extra session, he said it 
would all depend on undeveloped con- 


ditvons. He had seen Cleveland and

was satisfied itm Was not possible for him 
to tell yet what would be done. 

“The financial affairs of the Govern- 
ment may be i@such shape as to make 
an extra sessiOn imperative. It ap- 
pears probable We shall find not enough 
money in the Tr@psury for the needs of 
the Governme We shall have to see 
what Congress @bes at this session. If 
they do not rep@al the Sherman law 
relating tothe parchase of silver, and 
take such othef @ctions as the situation 
demands, we May be swamped. Upon 
these things depend the calling of an 
extra session.’’ 

Another view 6f the case taken by 
Representative Wilson of West Virginia, 
chairman ofthe late National Jemo- 
cratic Conventiob, who, before leaving 
Washington today for New York, said: 
“I think it would be most impolitic to 
place a new tariff bill before the coun- 
try just previous to the election of 
1894. For thi§feason | favor the ex- 
tra session ideagand think the sooner 
the proposed changes go into ef- 
fect the better Will the ‘final result be 
for our party.”) 


Preparing the Inauguration, 
WASHINGTON, | Nov. 16.—The first 
definite move if appointing an inan- 


gural committe@was taken at a meet- 
ing of Democrat last night. It was de- 
cided to recommend that the plan 
adopted eight years ago, when Cleve- 
land was elected, be fvollowed on this 
occasion, The plan provides for the 


selection of fifty citizens of the District 


of Columbia to take charge of cere- 
monies outside of the Capitol. A list of 
citizens was sent to Chairman Harrity, 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
for approval. 


Carter Calis on the President. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 16.—Chairman 
Carter of the Repnblican National Com- 
mittee left Washington this evening 
for his home at Helena, Mont. During 
the afternoon he called on the Presi- 
dent, who expressed to him his personal 
thanks and high appreciation of the 
admirable manner in which the recent 
campaign was conducted by Mr. Carter 
and his associates. Carter said that 
there will be no trouble about the pay- 
ment of the outstanding bills against 
the NationalCommittee. Carterfurther 
said that he has mot been offered any 
Government position and does not care 
forone. He prefers to practice law.

A WORLD'S FAIR LEAK. 


Auditor Ackerman Resigns Because Some 
One Is Steali.ig. 


Caicaco, Nov. 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Auditor W. K. Ackerman, 
of the World's Fair, has tendered his 
resignation and informed the local Ex- 
ecutive Committee that a leak existed 
between the treasurer’s office and the 
gates. Ackerman does not charge that 
the shortage is due to dishonesty, but 
claims that 4000 tickets of admission 
to the fair have disappeared, and, as he 
has no control over the men at the 
gatés, he declines to jeopardize his 
reputation by remaining in office. 


A Vexatious Quarantine Question, 

Wasuineton, Nov. 16.—The Bremen 
steamship Weimar is a source of consid- 
erable trouble to officials of the Treas- 
ury Department. This vessel is under 
detention at the national quarantine at 
Cape Charles with 1800 immigrants 
on board. They are refused the privi- 
lege of landing because the Federal au- 
thorities at Washington are satisfied 
that they were brought to the country 
in clear violation of the President’s or- 
der of September 1, in the hope that 
they would be able to evade its restric- 
tions. The detention is now. compli- 
cated by the fact that measles has 
broken out on the vessel and is likely to 
spread among all the children unless 
they can be removed toa place of safety. 


Discharged for Treachery. 

Wasnincson, Nov. 16.—Superintend- 
ent of Census Porter today discharged 
Ivan Petroff, the special agent who, it 
is stated, gave false information in re- 
ports of Alaska for the State Depart- 
ment inthe Bering Sea cases. Secre- 
tary Noble approved Porter’s acticn. 
Porter, ina letter to the Secretary, 
stated that the complete history of Pe- 
troff’s action precluded the supposition 
that Petroff is suffering from insanity. 

Prof. James H. Blodgett, of the cen- 
sus office, has been placed in charge of 
the Alaska work, and after verifying it 
in every particular will superintend the 
final publication. 


The National Grange in Session. 

Concorp (N. H.,) Nov. 16.—The Na- 
tional Grange, Patrons of Husvandry, 
assembled in the . Statehouse in 
twenty-sixth annual convention this 
morning. Master J. H. Brigham de- 
livered the annual address. He stated 
that the financial condition of the 
grange is good and reports from State 
granges show inereasing numerical 
strength. The speaker outlined the 
benefits accruing to the farmer from 
organization, and advocated renewed 
efforts to secure the eariy passage of 
the anti-option bill. 


Army of thé Tennessee. 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 16.—The fourteenth 
annual meeting of the Society of the 
Army of the Tennessee convened at the 
Lindell Hotel this morning, and was 
presided over by Gen. G. W. Dodge, the 
president. The usual standing commit- 
tees were appointed.

Sherman. Gen. Schofield delivered the 
annual oration.

San Francisco, Nov. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The will of the late 
Joshua Hendy, founder of the Joshua 
Hendy Machine Works, who died a year 
ago, leaving an estate valued at $2,000,- 
0U0, is to be contested. His will be- 
queathed the property to about fifteen 
relatives, the principal legatees, who 
received the bulk of the estate, being 
Mary F. McGurn, a niece, and Samuel 
J. and John H. Hendy, nephews. Today 
a petition was filed by Samuel Hendy, 
brother of the deceased, George W.

THE MINING CONVENTION. 


Members Discussing the Proposed Memo- 
rial to Congress. 

San Francisco, Nov. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The report of the 
Committees on Credentials and Resolu- 
tions were received inthe mining con- 
vention this morning. The latter em- 
bodied a memorial to Congress request- 
ing a modification of the mining laws 
so as to enable drift miners to obtain 
title to claims more expeditiously than 
under the present laws. The resolu- 
tions approve Caminetti’s bill; recom- 
mend thatefforts be made to obtain an 
appropriation of $450,000 for the 
construction of restraining dams, pro- 
vided for in that bill, and recommend 
that the State Dégislature make an ap- 
propriation to that end. They also 
favor the enactment by Congress of a 
law that all lands which have ever been 
returned by the United States Surveyor- 
General as mineral lands or lands 
within the recognized mineral belt 
shall be presumed soto be before the 
land department until the contrary is 
clearly shown. It is also resolved that 
the convention favors the passage of a 
free coinage of silver law, and recom- 
mends a new edition of the geological 
map of the State. 

The resolutions, on motion, were 
segregated, evidently to allow of de- 
bate on the Caminetti bill, but all were 
adopted without debate. 

Congressman Geary was introduced 
amid applause and emphatically denied 
any reports which might have been cir- 
culated to the effect that he was hostile 
to hydraulic mining. He advised that 
the bill to be introduced in Congress be 
as simple as possible, and that no at- 
tempt be made tosubserve the interests 
of both agricultural and mining com- 
munities in the same bill. Their inter- 
ests should be covered by separate bills. 

Jacob H. Neff of Placer was re@lected 
president, of the Miners’ Association, 
W. C. Ralston of San Francisco, secre- 
tary, and-H. Pichoir, treasurer. An 
executive committee was also ap- 
pointed. A banquet was held at the 
Palace Hotel this evening. 


® SUSPICIOUS CRAFT. 


Seized at Victoria for Failing to Secure 
Clearance Papers. 

Victoria (B.C.,) Nov. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The American 
sloop Roma, Capt. John MacLeod, lies 
in the harbor here under seizure for not 
entering and clearing. She entered 
the harbor November 2, and did not re- 
port and left on November 5 in the 
dead of the night without clearance. 
She returned November 8 and was 
warned that she could not enter or 
leave without reporting. She left 
again on the 11th withoutclearing, and 
on Sunday took men and two women on 
board outside the harbor. She was 
next seen in Esquimaut.

The Labor Leader on His 
Favorite Theme. 


Annual Address of the Master Work- 
man to the Knights. 


He Urges Workmen’s Organizations 
to Consolidate. 


Iie Reviews the Recent Strikes and 
Claims that the Strikers Were 
Beaten Because They Were 

Not United, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Lorts, Nov. 16.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At today’s session of the 
Knights of Labor, General Master 
Workman Powderly delivered his an- 
nual address. Among the matters dealt 
with was the recommendation that all 
local assemblies shovld be made up of 
mixed membership, including men and 
women of all trades and occupations. 
Many failures of attempts at betterment 
of conditions in the past had resulted 
from the fact that members in other 
trades were not acquainted with the 
conditions of the particular trades seck- 
ing betterment, and hence were ‘not in 
a positionto sympathize and help in the 
struggle. Powderly continued: 

Too many labor organizations are struc- 
gling for the supremacy. The tendency of 
the labor movement seems to be to divide 
up, while that of the opposing force, cap- 
ital is to consolidate and thereby gain 
strength in the fight against industry. The 
result is that labor is beaten in detach- 
ments. Something must be done to remedy 
this. There exists no reason why every 
branci. of toil should not be enrolled under 
the shield of the Knights of Labor. 

The speaker congratulated the organ- 
ization on the gratifying result of the 
agitation for ballot reform inaugurated 
by the General Assembly only a few 
years ago. Then no State had a ballot 
reform system. Now the secret ballot 
law is in force in thirty States. In this 
connection Powderly recommended that 
no person be allowed to vote who could 
not read his ballot, for the reason that 
such person is at the mercy of the man 
admitted to the booth with him to assist 
him in making up hisvote. His sugges- 
tion was that a future date—say five 
years—be fixed on for such law to. go 
into force, in order to give ail an oppor- 
tunity to learn to read. In view of the 
multiplicity of laws, national, State 
and municipal, that are being enacted, 
he suggested that all should be submit- 
ted to the people for agitation and dis- 
cussion before adoption, and cited the 
rapid progress of Switzerland toward 
ideal democracy. H@asked that a com- 
mittee be appointed to prepare a plan 
on which the agitation of this question 
may be carried on during the coming 
year. 

Powderly devoted much space to the 
question of immigration, saying in 
part: 

Your general master workman has no 
hesitation in saying that he favors the 
total exclusion of ail immigrants who are 
not self-sustained on landing in this coun- 
try. He would fix a term of years—ten 
would be enough—during which time no 
immigrant should be permitted to land 
with a view to remaining unless he could 
prove that he had sufficient means to sus- 
tain himself and those depending on him 
for one year.» He sees great danger, not 
alone to labor, but to the whole country if 
the immigration question is not carefully 
and heroically handled in the near future. 
It is nota question whether there is room 
enough in this country for all the world. 
but whether the influx would cause us to 
lose all the benefits which we now enjoy. 

Powderly then reviewed the question 
of strikes and lockouts during the past 
six months, in which aggregated capi- 
talhad made such attempts to carry 
supreme power which was. never 
dreamed of before. He said: 

In these strikes centralized wealth drew 
the scattering fire of divided labor, and as 
a natural result labor lost the battle. The 
tariff question has been widely discussed in 
the late campaign, but more revenue is il- 
legally drawn from the pockets of mer- 
chants, manufacturers and workmen in 
one month of the year by railroads and 
telegraph than we pay in tariffs for twelve 
months. Industrial organizations must 
consider theSe things, and the strike of the 
future must be a strike for the rule of the 
people. Thev may decry politics, but they 
must be politicians or the slaves of politi- 
cians. They mustco tothe fountain head 
and make the laws. If every citizen of 
Pennsvivania knew his rights and per- 
formed his duty intelligently under the 
law, no judrc would dare charge treason 
against workmen struggling for recogni- 
tion. The battle of the future must be 
fought at the ballot-box. 

The speaker advocated 
with the .Farmers’ Alliance 
similar organizations. 

The report of General Secretary and 
Treasurer Hays says: 

The benefit insurance feature of the 
order is not very successful, owing to lack 
of support by members. 1 urge you to 
work to remedy this. 

The financial statement shows that, 
including the balance from last year, 
the receipts were $60,614, and ex- 
penditures $69,749: The membership 
shows a slight increase during the year. 
There are now over 260, 000 members 
in good standing. The order is prac- 
tically free from debt and owns prop- 
erty worth $100,000. 

The report of the General Executive 
Committee, among other things, re- 
views the trouble with the clothing 
manufacturers’ combine at Rochester. 
N.Y., and says that the boycott has 
been steadily and effectively prose- 
cuted, and millions of dollars in trade 
Cciverted from them. 

At the afternoon session a clause was 
adopted providing for the establish- 
ment of an employment bureau by the 
order. The suggestion to strike out of 
the platform the plank providing fora 
graduated income tax was rejected, 
and the plank was made stronger by an 
amendment providing alsd for a tax on 
inheritances. Mrs. Ingalls, represent- 
ing the National W.C.T.U., made a fra- 
ternal address and a letter was pre- 
sented by Thomas T. Wright, inviting 
the order to send delezates t to the Nica- 
ragua Canal Commission at New Or- 
leans. .

ANOTHER “MURCHISON.” 


He Rises to Solemnly Declare That He 
Never Wrote to Lord West. 

Caicaco, Nov. 16,—[By the Associated 
Press.| M. W. Murchison, the alleged 
writer of the famous letter which led 
tothe recall of the British Minister, 
Sackville West, from the country, four 
years ago, forthe first time since the 


letter was published has tonsented to

“1 am,’ he said, ‘‘one of the unfortun- 
ate men who have fame thrust upon 
them, and although the public may look 
upon the matter asa joke, it has been 
avery serious matter to me. I have 
been talked about, had the finger of 
scorn pointed at me, and all because 
some one, whose conduct I shall not 
stop to characterize, forged my name, 
Iwas never in California in my life. 
I never wrote the letter attributed 
tome. I've not publicly denied the let- 
ter previously, because when it was 
written I was on my farm in Ontario. 
My father was ill and died and then I was 
ill, The matter had gone too far then. It 
would have “done no good to deny it. 
Whether the man who wrote the letter 
used my name by accident or design is 
more than I know. This is the first 
time Lever talked for publication on 
the matter, and lhope the public will 
believe me. Ifan affidavit will help 
matters, l’m ready to swear that I 
pever knew Sackville West, never 
wrote him nor ever had personal 
knowledge of anybody’s writing him.” 


HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 


A Makeshift Ministry Appointed by 
ths Queen. 


It is Expected to Continue in Power Only 
Three Weeks—The United States 
Minister Drops His Libel 
Sait, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Hono.e.tv, Nov. 9, via San Francisco, 
Nov. 16.—[By the Associated Press. | 
The ministerial deadlock which existed 
here on the departure of the steamer 
Gaelic on the 2d inst. continued until 


the afternoon of the 8th inst., when it 


was ended by the appointment ofa 
coalition cabinet, consisting of Hon. G. 
N. Wilcox from the Reform party, and 
Messrs. Cecil Brown, Mark Robinson 
and PeterC. Jones, from the business 
community, the National Reform and 
Liberal parties being practically left 
in the make-up of the new ministry. 
The present Cabinet will probably stand 
for three weeks and have that little 
span of official life granted so as to 
facilitate the dispatcn of official and 
legislative business which has piled up 
during the succession of deadlocks of 
late occurrance. 
to cover the payment of saleries for 
October and until November 30 was 
presented today and reads now, ‘to 
include December 31.”"’ 

With regard to this new Cabinet, its 
members are all untried men in minis- 
terial positions. Minister Wilcox is 
not the one of revolutionary fame, but 
a white Hawaiian with American pro- 
clivities. He is a sugar-planter, 
wealthy and but little of a politiciaa. 
He has charge of the Interior Office, 
Minister Mark P. Robinson of the Fi- 
nance Department and Minister Cecil 
Brown were opponents at the late elec- 
tion and were compietely snowed under 
by Messrs. Matle Hopkins, who 
were elected to seats as nobles of the 
kingdom as representatives of the Na- 
tional Reform party. Minister Jones 
was formerly a member of the house of 
Brewer & Co. He sold out his interest 
therein and journeyed to the United 
States, visiting Portland, Or., and Bos- 
ton, and being ‘absent two years. Atty.- 
Gen. Cecil Brown has only lately re- 
turned from a trip to the old world. 
He was formerly a member of the Legis- 
lature. The movement to place this 
ministry in power wasa coup qd’ etat by 
Marshal Wilson, the Queen’s dignity 
being maintained and the principle 
fought for by the Reform party, ‘‘the 
majority rule,” being practically ig- 
nored. Yetthe Cabinet has been ac- 
cepted by all parties to hold office at 
least three weeks. 

The libel suit brought against Daniel 
Logan, editor of the Bulletin, for his 
reflection against United States Minis- 
ter Stevens in connection with the ship- 
wreck of the Campbell, came up in the 
Police Court November 8, and W. F. 
Frear, who announced that he appeared 
for Minister Stevens, stated that the 
latter did not authorize the prosecution, 
and did nof desire that it go any tur- 
ther. Deputy Attorney-General Wilder 
then moved that a nolle prosequt be en- 
tered, and Judge Foster granted the re- 
quest. Atty-Gen. Creighton, on being 
informed of the proceedings, stated 
that the prosecution of Logan had been 
undertaken as a necessary consequence 
of correspondence between the Ameri- 
can Minister and the Hawaiian govern- 
ment. 

Objections having been made in some 
quarters to landing of troops twice, 
and sometimes thrice, a week from the 
U.S.S. Boston and Alliance, Capt Wiltse, 
of the Boston, has publicly announced 
that in future the marines of the men- 
of-war will be landed but once a week, 
and then in one company.

'Humors of the Situation, 

Two of the most peculiar turns in 
party maneuvering that we have ever 
seen are those which follow the recent 
Democratic victory in the national 
election. They are so peculiar, in fact, 
‘as to be grotesque and evento have 
many elements of the humorous about 
them. Strange to say, the Republicans 
are getting most of the fun out of the 
Situation. 

Nearly every Republican paper in 
the United States comes out flat-footedly 
and acknowledges that the Republican 
defeat is overwhelming; that a large 
majority of the people have repudiated 
its policy of protection, and, conse- 
guently, there is nothing to do but to 
accept free trade in its fullest signiti- 
cance. There is nocall for a tempering 
}of the wind tothe shorn lamb of pro- 
tection. Many Republicans openly say 
that, inasmnch asthe Democrats have 
achieved a victory, they are glad 
that the victory is complete, car- 
rying with it the full responsibility 
of administration. With the offices of 
Chief Executive: and all his advisers, 
and with both houses of Congress under 
their control, there are absoluteiy no 
‘strings’? on the Democrats to prevent 


policy to the uttermost jot and tittle. 
This the Republican press urges them to 


do, and “the sooner the quicker.’’ It 
even insists that they are morally 


them from carrying out their announced, 


bound to do it; they cannot keep faith 
with the country in any other way. 

And, as for the repeal of the tax on 
State banks, and the reéstablishment of 
acurrency with more or less wildcat 
in it, the Republicans are ready for that 
also.«’They say with general accord 
‘Let the menagerie be opened.”’ 

Any other little idosyncracies of the 
Democratic party which may be lying 
perdue in the Chicago platform are apt 
to receive an equally cordial welcome 
from the party which has been elected 
to stay at home and play opposition. 

This attitude is calculated to set the 
Democrats to thinking. In fact, it al- 
most takes their breath away. The 
more they think about it, the more pe- 
culiar they feel. The Republicans are 
altogether too willing. What does it 
all mean, anyhow? 

The Democrats have been so long em- 
ployed as a purely negative party—op- 
posing everything that the ruling party 
proposed—that opposition has become 
second nature to them. They do not 
know how to apply themselves to any 
other line of policy. Hence, when the 
Republicans with one accord urge them 
to stand by their own platform and re- 
deem the pledges which they have 
given the people, they naturally become 
suspicious, and there are indications 
that they may even become mulish. 
They are a little like a spoiied child, 
which has been raisiag Cain to have its 
own way, and, when told to do just as it 
wants to, refuses to do anything at all, 
and will not be placated on any terms. 

Ali this, it strikes us, is rather funny; 
and the humor of the situation is de- 
veloping more and more every day. 

Some of the hot-heads of the Demo- 
cratic party, immediately after elec- 
tion, set up a shout for an extra session 
of Congress, in order that the tariff-tink- 
ering might begin at the earliest possi- 
ble date. The Republicans were pre- 
pared to acquiesce gracefully in this 
also. But word comes now that Cleve- 
land does not desire an extra session of 
Congress—in fact, he will not have it. 
That settles one proposition at least, 
for Cleveland isa ‘‘biger man’ than the 
Democratic party; nobody need doubt 
that. At the very first movement, then, 
the ultra-tariff reformers have meta re- 
buff. 

When it comes to a careful reconsid- 
eration of the relations between Cleve- 
land and his party, we are again im- 
pressed with the fact that the party 
made a fight upon one platform and 
Cleveland made a Aight on another. In 
his letter of acceptance he not only 
modified the extreme and brusque dec- 
larations concerning the tariff embod- 
ied in Watterson's plank, but he ig- 
nored the State ¢urrency question al- 
together, and put inaclincher in the 
opposite direction by saying something 
in favor of sound money. Now the 
question arises, which platform goes? 
Did the Chicago convention outline the 
policy of the Democratic administra- 
tion, wr did Mr. Cleveland outline it? 
And, if it comes to an issue between the 
two, which will have the upper hand’ 

We incline to the belief that Mr. 
Cleveland is going to be master of the 
situation. Among the extreme tariff re- 
formers of the Democratic party there 
will be weeping and wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth in the next four years. 
The President will probably insist on a 
conservative policy, with a gradual re- 
duction of the,protective tariff and as 
much incidental protection as can be 
retained. If this course leads to an 
open rupture between Cleveland and 
the ultra wing of his party, why, there 
is just so much more fun for the oppo- 
sition. 

Considering the welfare of the coun- 
try in an unprejudiced way, it is, of 
course, betterthat a conservative pol- 
icy should be adopted, even though it 
leads to a continuance of Democratic 
ascendency, than that, by precipitate, 
injudicious and arbitrary meddling 
with trade relations, a financial panic 
should be precipitated. It %s better 
forall of us, in a material way, that the 
Democrats who have the reins of gov- 
ernmentin their hands do not make 
fools of themselves. Wemight displace 
them the sooner for their blunders, but 
we would have to pay a heavy price in 
dollars and cents for the conquest. 
This, we think, will be the sober second 
thought of Republicans all over the 
country. 

If the Republican party gathers up its 
shattered forces, kicks out some of the 
elements that have been making use of 
it for theirown advantage and its un- 
doing; adopts broad, living issues for 
its advocacy, and stands firm for the 
better government of the Nation, the 
time is not far off when it will be re- 
turned to power. Even without precip- 
itating a, commercial reaction upon the 
country, the Democrats may be de- 
pended upon to make mistakes enough 
to unsettle their present hold upon the 
people. Turn about is fair play, and 
Republicans can afford to await their 
turn, 


The Forthcoming City Election. 

The city election is only about two 
weeks ahead. While it may bea little 
trving to pull ourselves together for an- 
other campaign before we have done 
shouting and mourning over the last 
one, and before all the election bets are 
settled, it is one of the glorious duties 
and prerogatives of American citizens 
to do so—that pull themselves to- 
gether—and we might as well get at it.

A GREAT SUCCESS. 


Closing Sessions of the Woman’s 
Parliament. 


A Permanent Organization Effected 
and Officers Elected. 


Several Interesting Papers Presented, 
Followed by Discussion. 


The Difference In the Treatment of Boys 
and Girls at the Whittier Reform 
School C idered—Q 
and Answers. 


The largest, and by far the most en- 
thusiastic, mass-meeting of women ever 
held in Los Angeles closed yesterday 
aftérnoon at 4:80 o'clock, after a two 
days’ session in the Church of the Unity. 
The organization of the Woman's Par- 
liament of Southern California has been 
effected and counts its members from 
all but one of the six southern districts. 
The following officers were elected: 
General president, Mrs. Elmira D. 
Stephens; secretary, Mrs. Mary S. Gib- 
son; treasurer, Mrs. Sarah F. Judson. 
A vice-president and a recording secre- 
tary were appointed for each district 
as follows: San Diego, Mrs. Mary 
Waterman, (secretary not appointed;) 
San Bernardino, Mrs. M. Stillman; 
Rediands, Mrs. Wall; Orange, Mrs. 
Watson; Mrs. Lotta D. Duncan, Santa 
Ana; Los Angeles, Mrs. Lila F. 
Sprague; Pomona, Mrs. H. C. Burnan; 
Pasadena and Santa Barbara, Mrs. Emily 
G. Wright, Mrs Leslie. 

During.the sessions yesterday papers 
were presented as follows: ‘‘Educa- 
tion,’’ Mrs. C. H. Keyes of Pasadena; 
“Dress,’’ Mrs. Sarah F. Judson; ‘*Sun- 
day-school Work,’’ Mrs. Kate Tupper 
Calpin; “Higher Physical Culture,’’ 
Mrs. C. M. Shelton of Pomona. 

Discussions followed the presentation 
of these papers, participated in by 
twenty or more different ladies. The 
only possible fault to be found with the 
parliament wasin the too great abund- 
ance of riches. Large space would be 
required to give a careful digestion of 
the valuable papers and able discus- 
sions. The paper on ‘‘Dress,’’ pre- 
sented by a woman clad in garments 
advocated by the dress reform, and ac- 
companied by blackboard illustrations 
Was specially entertaining. Asa result 
the parliament pledged itself to give its 
influence in favor of improvement in 
woman's dress, no particular style, 
however, being adopted. 

A feature of the parliament was the 
question box and among the problems 
were the following: 

Icannot refrain from alluding to the 
general discussion of yesterday afternoon 
and ask why the girls at Whittier are not 
given the same training, the same privi- 
leges, calculated to fit them for an honest 
and pure future life, as are the boys? Here 
isan insticution supported by the State 
wherein there is the greatest difference in 
the treatmentofthe boys and girls. To 
make my meaning plainer, I will giveafew 
points illustrating this difference: 

First come the educational advantages; 
the boys not only attend school, but are 
taught .trades---whichever each chooses 
and is most likely to succeed in---thus fit- 
ting him to cope with the world and sup. 
dy himself honorably the balance of his 
ife. What about the girls? I have been 
told that they are required to do most of 
the work. That they darn the socks, do the 
mending, etc., not only for themselves, but 
for the 20U or more boys. 

While this is all well in its way, still it 
will not teach them a trade, that they may 
suppert themselves later. Why make 
drudges of the girls and not of the boys? 
Again, I understand that there is a library 
and reading-:oom forthe boys and none 
for the girls. Why is this? Do the boys 
need these advantages more than the girls. 
Why are these girls not taught trades’ 
Let those who like tosew learn dressmak- 
ing under the management of a first-class 
dressmaker; those who wish to cook be en- 
abled to do that, and so on. Teach them 
something that will enable them to live 
pure and honorable lives later. Give them 
equally with the boys all the advantages to 
cultivate mind and body, the only differ- 
ence being that which would naturally 
arise from the difference of sex. 

The boys are not only given greater ad. 
vantages of education, but in the past sum- 
mer at nearly every important event that 
has occurred, the Whittier boys have been 
present—not only that, but they were 
taken to Catalinaon a camping trip, thus 
mingling toa certain extent with the out- 
side world, made to feel that they were 
cared for, and that we all wished to help 
them. 

Have the girls been taken anywhere or 
given the same advantages? No. 

Why could-not the girls have been taken 


to the mountains on a camping trip, and 
. there studv botany, sketching, etc.? 


Why is this difference made between two 
of God's creatures? Simply because one is 
born a boy and one a girl. Surely the 
home that is fathered and mothered by the 
grand and glorious State ot California is 
able to give the son and daughter equal 
advantagesin their several ways. 

Shall this have attention? 

Mrs. Broadwell of Los Angeles, who 
presented the questions, stated that she 
had heard some of these other facts 
from employés of Whittier, and that 
she had read newspaper accounts of 
the boys—that the matter had per- 
plexed her and that she thought we 
should understand this more fully. She 
suggested several more questions. 

Mrs. Gibson was called upon to an- 
swer these questions, as her paper al- 
luded to had touched upon fallen girls. 

Mrs. Gibson, whose husband is a 
trustee at Whittier, stated that she 
would answerthe questions as truth- 
fully as possible, and wished to have it 
thoroughly impressed upon the women 
that she in no way criticised the man- 
agement; that the State of California 
did not mother the institution; that 
men fathered it and that the best men 
could not do even the government 
housekeeping., They need for this 
purpose, and will always need, the 
women for mothers. That in this and 
every other institution and on the grand 
jury women were needed to have eyes 
for the needs of women as well as for 
the necessities of the boys; that no in- 
stitution; even in part governed by 
women, would have napkins and no 
handkerchiefs—chevrons and no under- 
shirts; that she believed that the men 
in charge of this institution were prob- 
ably doing their best. but that Califor- 
nia does need to mother this and every 
other government home. 

The girls do learn some trades and 
now had, she believed, a good dress- 
maker, but up to-a few months since 
not more than $15 or $20 was paid 
for this trades woman, and the'tailor 
who taught the boys received $60 or 
$75. Twelve or fourteen of the girls 
spend their whole working time (time 
not devoted to school) in making boys’ 
suits—tailoring. 

The girls make nearly all the boys’ 

shirts, and until recently did a great 
quantity of mending. 
_ The girls do not do the housework 
for the boys, as they live in a separate 
building, a mile away from the large 
school. 

A library is being collected for the 
girls’ building, and when the books now 
on hand are bound the girls will have a 
fair amount of good reading matter. 

It is conceded to be a much more del- 
icate task to take charge of and reform 
girls than boys, yet while the State 
can afford to pay $300 per month fora 


| clover, the gifts of the 


general superintendent, it cannot afford 
to pay more than 675 for a matron of 
the girls department. 

In regard to taking the girls off on a 
vacation trip, Mrs. Gibson stated that 
it would be entirely unwise on account 
of the bad men who would be sure to 
foliow in their wake. 

Mrs. Galpin’s talk on Sunday-school 
work was the best paper presented and 
caused wide discussion. 

It was determined to hold the next 
meeting at Pasadena, in three months. 
Fully 700 women attended the sessions 
yesterday, and the roll of membership 
contains the names of women of all de- 
nominations and creeds. If the women 
carry out the sentiment expressed at 
this parliament they will do much to- 
ward righting wrongs, toward advanc- 
ing intelligent philanthropy and toward 
removing that feeling of bigotry, nar- 
rowness and jealous competition be- 
tween churches, which is one of the 
deathblows to practical Christianity. 
The outcome of this concerted move- 
ment will be watched with interest dur- 
ing the next three months.

Mutinous Sailors on Trial Be- 
fore Judge Ross. 


The Jury in the Case Unable to 
Agree on a Verdict. 


Wong Ark Murder Trial. 


No New Eyidence so Far Developed — 
Chris Jann Granted a New Trial— 
General Court Notes—To- 
day's Calendar. 


In the United States District Court 
yesterday much of the time was occu- 
pied in the hearing of the charge of 
mutiny against thirteen sailors, the 
former crew of the ship America. The 
men have been confined in the County 
Jail since March, awaiting their trial 
upon an indictment returned by the 
grand jury. It appears that when the 
vessel in question arrived at the port of 
San Pedro, late in the month stated, 
owing to a disagreement between Capt. 
N. S. Harding and the men, the former 
paid them off and ordered them to 
leave at once and proceeded to ship a 
non-union crew. The disturbance 


new crew Jed to the arrest of the unjon 
men on the charge presented. 

At 5 w'clock the jury received its 
charge, and a half hour later gave no- 
tice that they could not agree. The

sequence. 
WONG ARK’S TRIAL. 

The trial of Wong Ark, the murderer 
of the Chinese woman Goot Gue, was 
resumed in Judge McKinley's Court 
yesterday forenoon, and continued 
throughout the entire day. No new 
testimony was introduced which pos- 
sessed any material weight, either for 
the prosecution or jlefense. Although 
the fact that the Court refused to allow 
the introduction of Goot Gue’s dying 
statement as evidence, was considered 
as scoring a point for the defense. 
Wong Yee and Ab Lung were placed 
upon the stand as witnesses, but noth- 
ing was elicited from them differing 
from theirtestimony given at the pre- 
vious trial, although the attorney for 
the defer.se endeavoredito show that 
the witnesses were purjuring them- 
selves by offering contradictory state- 
ments. The Judge ruled out all state- 
ments offered in evidence at the former 
hearing in support of the claims of the 
defense a irrelevant. 

Officer Rohn testified to the same ef- 
fect as he had done before, and re- 
peated the words uttered by Goot Gue 
as he approached her after the shot 
was fired, she saying that Ark had shot 
her and that she would die. 

The case has only now been fairly 
begun again, and it will be some days 
before it goes to the jury.

CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


The Old Reprobate, Walter B. King, 
Promptly Convicted. 


The Beastly Offense With Which He Was 
Charged Proved Beyond the Shad- 
dow of a Doubt—Criminal 
Notes. 


The old reprobate, Walter B. -King,. 
who was arrested last Saturday evening 
on a charge of tampering with several 
little girls by Officers Ditewig and Rich 
in his room on South Spring street, 
where he had two of the girls at the 
time, was tried in Justice Austin’s de- 
partment of the Police Court before a 
jury yesterday and promptly convicted.

The two girls, Emma Moore 
and Florence Watson, who by the way 
are well up in wickedness for children 
of their age, testified against the aged 
sinner. ‘They denied that the old man 
paid them anything to visit his room, 
but he always had candy or something 
good to eat when thije, visited him. 
‘they admitted that he had been familiar 
with them. 

The defendant refused to be sworn in 
his own behalf, but he placed Humane 
Officer Wright on the stand. Mr. 
Wright swore that King has always 
borne a good reputation. Witness had 


-| known him for some ‘time past and al- 


ways considered him a good man. 

On cross-examination Wright ad- 
mitted that King has been ordered out 
of several lodging houses on account of 
the noise made by himself and young 
girls who visited his room. 

King has been a well-known character 


‘about the streets for some time past. 


He has been a kind of street preacher, 
and has held forth with the various 
bands that hold service on the street 
corners. 

It is said that he belongs toa good 
family and that he has two brothers 
back East who are wealthy.

Ohe of the Old Landmarks Wiped 
Out by Fire. 


The Old Methodist Charch Bullding in San 
Bernardino Totally Destroyed-—-Meet., 
ing of Riverside Trustees—Red. 

lands Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

At an early hour vesterday morning one 
of the old landmarks of San Bernardino 
was destroyed by fire. It was what wa@ 
known as the Old Methodist Church build. 
ing. situated on D street. between Second 
and Third streets. It was occupied by J. 
K. Parker asa paint shop and dwelling, the 
front being devoted to the paint business. 

A lighted candlefignited some inflammable 
oils, and the flames soon spread throughout 
the building. Nothing else was burned, 
though C. Rouse'’s.transfer barn near by 
was scorched and came near going. Noin- 
surance; loss small. The building was 
built back in the sixtics and was used asa 
fireman's hall. It was movedto the place 
where it burned in 1870 by Dr. Peacock, 
aud it was here that the Methodists first 
met as an organized society in their own 
building. In 1886 they moved from the 
place to their new building.

RIVERSIDE. 

At the meeting of the City Trustees on 
Tuesday afternoon, the contract for erect. 
ing @tvool house for the city on the corner 
of Ninth and Mulberry streets was awarded 
to Messer & Cox, their bid being the lowest 
of the four received. The reading of the 
resolution of intention to construct a sewer 
on Lime street brought forth a remon- 
strance signed by several of the owners of 
property abutting on the street along the 
line of the proposed sewer. Among them 
was D. A. Cowell who would be compelled 
to bear half the expense of the proposed 
sewer, and he spoke at length upon the 
mitter. It was finally disposed of by being 
referred to the City Engineer for investt- 
gation. 

The ordinance granting a franchise and 
right-of-way for the extension of the street 
car line down Magnolfa avenue was passed 
toasecond reading. Several requests for 

rmfts to remove street trees were re- 

erred to the Street Superintendent. An 
ordinance was drawn forbidding the hitch- 
ing of horses to street trees. 

Some time ago a bill board was placed on 
the northeast corner of Seventh and Main 
streets by the operahouse management. and 
it has been the subject of much discussion. 
A committee was appointed by the Trustees 
to investigate the matter, aud at the last 
meeting reported in favor of referring it to 
the Citty Attorney. The board is in a good 
place for advertising and disfigures the 
corner but slightly, being small and trian- 
gular in form; but small as the obstrnction 
is, it is sufficient tocause much unfavorable 
comment. 

LET THERE BE LIGHT. 

At the last meeting of the city fathers, 
the Electric Light Company made a propo- 
sition to light the city for the ensuing year, 
as follows: Forten or a less number of 
lights, $12 per light per month, moonlight 
schedule: twenty lights for $11 per. light: 
twenty to thirty lights for $10 per light, 
and thirty or more for a special rate not 
designated. The proposition is for a 
slightly less rate than is now paid, but 
double the rate received by the same com- 
pany for lighting San Bernardino. This 
field has been investigated by the Redlands 
Electric Light and Power Company, and 
within a few months they would be able to 
bring light into this city, and coulé no 
doubt furnish it for a much lower wate than 
offered by the company now operating here. 
If it is any sort of a company, the Redlands 
concern can provide a very much _ better 
light than that with which the city has 
to put up with now. It would 

a good plan for the city to 
take such steps as to invite competition in 
the matter of street lighting and provid- 
ing incandescent lights for intertor light- 
ing of business houses and residences. 
There is one firm which alone pays $3 per 
night for its electric light, which is more 
than double whatit should cost. There is 
an abundance of complaining respecting 
the present service, and with g cause. 
**Let there be light.”’

“Jennie Campbell, Los Angeles,” Supposed 
to Be the Victim. 

A press dispatch to an Eastern paper 
from El Paso, Tex., of date October 31, 
says:

Cal." A piece of a Los Angeles newspaper 
lying beside it seemed to have been wrapped 
around the photograph before it was torn 


up. 

A lock of blood-stained hair, blonde and 
just turning gray, was also discovered. 

None of the articles have been recognized. 
Jennie Campbell is not known here. 

Buggy tracks leading from the church 
toward Mount Franklin gave rise to the be- 
lief that the murderer carried his victim's 
body away. 

So far as known, no one by the name 
given is missing from this city.

’ The San Diego Union of yesterday 
says: 

Deputy Sheriff William Hammel of the 
District Attorney's office at Los Angeles 
was in the city yesterday to subpoena a 
witness in an important murder case now 
being tried at thatcity. Abouta year ago 
Wong Ark, a notorious highbinder, killed 
his mistress, Goot Gue, in oneof the mis- 
erable hovels in the Chinese quarter of the 
Angel city.

Second Day’s Session of the Southern 
California Farmers’ Institute. 


Election of Officers for the Ensuing Year— 
Vapers of General Interest to Far. 
mers Presented—News Notes 
and Personals. 


SANTA ANA. 


The second day's session of the Southern 
California Farmers’ Institute was more 
largely attended than was the first day's 
meeting and vet the attendance was far 
from what it should have been. The meet: 
ing yesterday was a valuable one indeed to 
every farmerin Southern California, and 
any tiller of the soil might have learned at 
the meeting in a few minutes’ time of con- 
ditions and results of extensive and expen. 
sive experiments, which, if worked out tn 
detail on his own farm, might have taken 
him vears to accomplish. The papers read 
yesterday touched uppn almost every 
branch of Southern California farming and 
was therefor of general interest to all 
farmer residents from Tehachepi to San 
Dieco. 

Richard Gird was not present in person, 
but his paper on “Beet Pulp. Its Value for 
Feeding Purposes’ was read before the 
institute by his brother, W. K. Gird. 

W. H. Young of Westminster was as 
signed “Tne Dairy Industry of Southern 
California’ but not being present, S. J. 
Murdock of Westminster read a brief his- 
tory of the Westminster creamery 

“The Red Scale and the Conditions of the 
Fight Against It’ was crowded out of the 
programme for want of time, H. G. Bishop 
of Orange having occupied ‘considerable 
time in a very excellent paper on the “His- 
tory and Subsequent Effects of Famiga 
tion in Orange county.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
different papers, the following resolution 
offered by R. H. Hewitt, was read by the 
secretary and adopted by the unanimous 
vote of the institute: 

*WHERESS, the laws of the State of Cali 
fornia, providing for the assessment of 
property and collection of taxes, and the 
sale of property when taxes become de- 
linquent are notoriously unjust and op- 
pressive in the penalties prescribed and 
the trouble and expense of redemption, 
and the frequent loss of property and con- 
sequent distress; and 

WHEREAS, it is believed the end of justice 
and equity will be best subserved by the 
State assuming the control of delinquent 
taxes and the ultimate collection of the 
same, therefore 

“Resolved, that the Southern California 
Farmers’ Institute in convention assembied 
request the members .of the Legislature 
elect to use every effort to secure the pas- 
sage of a law or laws lessening the burden 
of taxation, providing for the State buying 
in property when taxes go delinquent, with 
proper and reasonable charges and n- 
alties, and to provide further that deed 
shall only issue to the State, and not then 
until the expiration of five years, at least, 
from the date of delinquency or sale. 

‘Resolved, that the secretary of this in- 
stitute certify a copy of this preamble and 
resolution to the president of the Chamber 
of Commerce in Los Angeles, who has pro- 
cured the drawing up of a bill embodying 
this matter, to be introduced in the coming 
session of the Legislature."’ 

Officers of the organization for the ensu- 
ing year were selected as follows: C. C. 
Thompson of Pasadena, president; Abbot 
Kinney of Lamanda Park, first vice-presi- 
dent; C. A. Coffman of Rivera, second vice- 
president; T. J. Luccock of Clearwater, 
Los Angeles county, treasurer; Henry W.
